A Story of pay from the 


Five Vessels Wrecked in the Breakers 
Rear Point Barrow. 


The Crews Rescued and Brought Safe 
to San Francisco.

San Francisco, Sept. 6—[By the As- 
sociatec Press.| The United States reve- 
nue cutter Bear (Capt. Healy) arrived from 
Bering Sea this morning. She brings in- 
formation that on August 3d, while most of 
the whaling fleet was anchored between 
Cave Smythe and Point Barrow, a furious 
storm occurred, and the following vessels 
were wrecked: Barks Mary and ,Susan, 
Young Phenix and Fleetwing, and 
schooners Jane Grey and Ino. The crews 
of the lost vessels, 109 in number, were res- 
cued by the Bear and brought to this city. 

All of the rescued seamen say that the 
storm was the worst ever known at Point 
wind commenced the 
t shelter on the east side 
sput the wind shifted and 
increased to Nearly all 
the vessels to drag 
their anchors and to thump against the bot- 
tom, as the water was not very deep there. 
Every effort was made to save the vessels. 
Most of those that escaped destruction were 


more or less injured. The men on the lost 
vesseis barely escaped. The cutter Bear 
rode out the storm in safety and as soon as 
possible rendered valuable assistance to the 
distressed mariners, and started for San 


Francisco at once, as provisions were get-

Phoenix, owner unknown, San Francisco,

The insurance is not yet made known, 
but it is believed that there was $3,000 on 
Young Picnix. 

The Young Pucnix had taken one whale, 
which had been transferred ow the tender 
before the disaster. 

STORY OF THE WRECK. 

The details of the wreck are substantially 
as follows: During the latter partof July 
the Arctic fleet kept well together. While 
working to the north and east of the Bering 
straits much’ ie was encountered, The 
season waSilate, Few whales were seen, 
and finally the vessels reached Point Bar- 
row, having caught comparatively nothing. 


The long Arctic day was spent ip searching 
for an opening to the pborth, but without 
avail, and the evening of August 2d found 


steamers and barks — rid- 
ing at an¢hor somewhat southerly of 
Point Barrow. Toward evening a brisk 
breeze set in from the southwest, and with 
it the sea grew heavier and heavier, and by 
6 o’clock the following morning the masters 
of the vessels were convinced that it woud 
be sheer folly to seek to weather the storm 
where they were, and the wind blowing 
‘toward Point Barrow, all anchors were 
weighed and the vessels turned the point, 
where they were seemingly sheltered from 
the storm, 

All day on the 3d the gale blew with un- 
diminished violence, whipping the sea into 
a foaming,» seething mass. Suddenly, to- 
ward night, the wind again changed, ex- 
posing * the whalers to the utmost fury of the

IN THE BREAKERS. 

The steamer@ at once put into deeper 
water, but with the sailing vessels some of 
thé anchors would uot come loose, sume

occasionally striking with tremendous force 
on the bottom, 


The Young Phoenix’ 8 crew could not 
weigh anchor rapidly enough,and she struck 
again and again till, with “the hull all 
smashed, she drifted to the eastward at the 
mercy of the storm. 

The Mary and Susan did not g got loose at 
all, but thumped the bottoin till ‘t 
was over. She was atotal wreck. 

The Fleetwing finally got free, and was 
cast eastward a few miles,totally wrecked, 
= her erew were saved by the steam whal- 


The Jane Gray became unmanageable, 
and was cast againsta huge cake of ice, 
and, though finally headed for the Andrew 
Hicks, sank before she reached that vessel. 
Her crew were picked up. A long list of 
minor disasters are recorded, and whaling 
men can remember no such disastrous 
season for years, except that of abouta 
year ago, when practically the whole fleet 
was lost. Thecatch at latest accounts has 
heen only 22 whales, when last year over 
300 weretaken. The steamer Orca alone 
caught more than the fleet has déne this 
year.

CELEBRATION OF THE “ROSH 
HASHANA" 


Ceremonies After the Manner, of 
Moses and Agron—Abstract of a 
Sermon by Kabbi Schreiber — 
Confirmation of Master Freddie 
Kramer. 


Yesterday, accerding to the Hebrew cal- 
endar’ was the fifst day of the month Fishri 


-of,the year 5649, and the Jewish nation dis- 


persed over the face of the earth united 
again in observing their New Year. Atthe 
going down of the sun on Wednesday 
evening the holiday began, and it was ap- 
propriately observed in the synagogues, 
Yesterday the Jess worldly of the Hebrews 
shut up their stores, and all of that race 
celebrated their holiday by social and relig- 
jous observances. Elegant New Year 
cards sof. artistic design were exchanged, 
calls Bere made and parties were given. 
Some sects of the Jews used to claim that 
New Years fell on the first of Nissar, in the 
spring, but they agree now that the Scrip- 
tures fix the creation on the day whose an- 
niversary took place yesterday. 

The synagogue on Fort street, below 
Second, stands immediately back from the 
street, and some pepper trees, which bave 
so far escaped the axe of the modern van- 
dals, throw their pleasant shade upon the 
walk. It was built some 15 years ago, and 
belongs to the B'nai Brith, enildren of the 
covenant, of the reformed branch of -the 
Hebrew Chfreh. 

The Hebrew service is largely musical. 
a fine choir renders the anthems of 
raise, Misa Preston is soprano, Mrs. Sear- 
Corutah aito, F. B. Fanning tenor, N, 
Laub basso and Prof. Loeb pianoist. 

Yesterday afternoon the synagogue was 
filled to overflowing by a devout 
tion, who met to honor the new year by 
religious observance. High before the ark 
swung the light, Neer Tamid, which never 
js extinguished. ‘The white silken curtaias, 
hung only on feast days, bore a gold crown 
and the “sbield of David,” a six-pointed 
star.

It was true, he proceeded, that every joy 
had vanished and nothing remained but the 
remembrance, but ic would be most .un- 
grateful net to acknowledge the pleasures 
We cannot but say that 
life is worth living. Life need not be 
measured according to its actual length, but 
from a higher standpoint. There are single

To shine aga a when, ali drank up, 
bitterness should pass away” 

People, however, should beware of trust- 
ing to their “good luck’? when fortune has 
smiled upon them, and expecting to sail 
sinoothly forever on the sea oflife. Happy 
isthe man who is mindful of the day of 
failure. The world of eternal loss is no 
world of secure possession, 

Make the most of life when you can, the 
rabbi exhorted. Alexander 
when exhorted by Aristotle to further the 
interests of humanity and foster the inter- 
ests of the sciences and arts among the 
mighty nations he had conquered, prom- 
ised to do so after one more conquest, but 
he died before it was achieved.

THE TRUESDELL FAITH.

tion in the city. Among the first, 
and at present the leading apostle 
of the faith in this part of the 
country, is Dr. Truesdell, a_ long- 


haired specimen ofthe tribe, who came to 
Los Angeles some three years ago. The 
Doctor flourished for a while, as numerous 
other cranks have done both before and 
since, and secured quite a number of con- 
verts to his peculiar faith, but was finally 
shown upin THe Times, after which he 
withdrew from the public gaze for the time 
being and retired to the seclusion of Pasa- 
dena, where he has since resided. While 
the Doctor has not been heard from pub- 
licly for some time, he has, nevertheless, 
kept up his vork in private, and has never 
missed a chance to secure a convert, either 
male or female, especially where they had 
a little money, and has made quite a 
specialty of separating wives and husbands, 
and tinding them “affinities” within his 
own circle. It should be said in this 
connection, before proceeding further, 
that the Doctor does not always 
practice what he preaches. For instance, 
the Doctor does not believe in carrying out 
the forms of marriage as prescribed by the 
statutes, in that he thinks no license is nec- 
essary, and, as the marriage relation, ac- 
cording to his ideas, is of a purely platonic 
nature, perhaps it’ may not be necessary.

This explanation is made in jus- 
tice to the friends of the dead man, who 
would have had him buried had they not 
been told that the society would attend to 
it, an article appearing in the morning 
papers yesterday putting an entirely differ- 
ent complexion on the matter.

BILLY ABBOTT. 


THE NOTORIOUS “MAC” ON TRIAL 
» FOR VAGRANCY. 


The Best Legal Talent of the City 
Engaged 
mony Showing His Haunts and 
His Associations—To Be Continued 
Today. 


The notorious William Abbott, “mac” 
and opium-eater, was on trial yesterday on 
a charge of vagrancy, associating with 
known @hieves, and living in and around 
houses of prostitution. Abbott is a native 
of Los Angeles, and is abeut 24 years old. 
His father was an American, and died sey- 
eral years ago, leaving his family consider- 


able property, consisting of valuable city |, 


lots and a business block next to the Pico 
House, .in which is the hall oecupied by the 
Salvation Army. Abbott’s mother is of 
Mexican blood. 

ThiS particular charge againgt “ Abbott 
covers sixty days preceding 25ih. 
The courtroom was filled with the vilest 


slums of the city, the “‘mac” brigade being 


out in fuil force to witness the, ordeal 
through which their chief is connpefied to 
ass, bbott was atcompanied by te two 
st criminal lawyers he could procure in 
the city, Henry T. Gage and Stephen 
M. White. Deputy District Attorney Weed 
S. Cheif appeared for the prosecution. The 
first venire for jurors was speedily ex- 
hausted, and a second venire was required 
to complete the jury. x 
The taking of testimony was commenced 
about 2 p.m. The first. witness called was 
W. A. Bosqui, who testified: I am a police 
officer, Have known Billy Abbott for the 
60 days preceding the 25th of August. He 
was living at 32244 New High st eet. 1 
saw him there living with a prostitute. He 
has assuciated with thieves and kept com- 
pany with them. Never saw him in com- 
pany with others than thieves. At all 
hours of the night he is around the “cribs’’ 
on New High street and Alameda street, 
and around the saloons where all the dirty 
element congregates. Have seen him there 
frequently. Saw him almost every night 
in August, 15 or 20times. He was living 
with Carrie Blair in a house of ill fame. He 
was living in a similar house on Alameda 
street for two months. He lived there with 
Carrie Blair. He associated with a man 
named Siiarkey, who is a known thief. He 
is a petit-larceny thief. He has been con- 
victed in this court. Abbott lived on New 


High street about five weeks before higvar- | 


rest. 

Under cross-examination Bosqui stated 

that twice he had entered the house at 
3221¢ New High street; once 5:15 a.m., on. 
August 5th, and again at 4:20 a.m., on the 
7th, and both times had found Abbott there 
with Carrie Blair. Both times he got into 
to house through an open window. 
A Dawes testified: I am a deputy 
constable, and have a patrolon New High 
and Upper Main streets. I know Abbott, 
and have seen Abbott at all hours of the 
nightin that part of town. He lived at 
322144 New Hig street, with Carrie Abbott. 
He associated with prostitutes, There are 
three rooms in that house. [I saw Abbott 
there between June 20th and August 25th. 
Carrie Blair pays. me for watching her 
property. 

J. R. Purvis testified: I am a police 
officer. Have known Abbott. several 
months. Have seen him at late hours of 
the night on New High street—as late as 
8 or 4 o’clock. He associates with such 
characters as Maloney and Sherry Burke. 
They —- the Electric Light saloon, on 
Upper Main street. They are known 
as thieves in police circles, I kuow of 
Abbott stopping at houses of iil-fame. 
A woman lived there with Abbott. She 
was a prostitute. Her name is Carrie. I 
saw them both, Abbott and Carrie, at 32214 
New High street, and on Alameda -street. 
She was “rustling” there. I saw other men 
soing there as late as 11 or 12 o’clock. 

J.J. Hawley testified: I am a police offi- 
cer. Have known Abbott about six montis. 
Have seen him associate with known 
thieves at late hours of the night. Have 
frequently seen him with them at Ed Ma- 
ginnis’s, at the Anheuser saloon near the 

toffice, and at the Acme saloon on New 
igh street. Haveseen him frequently at 
10 o’clock on Main street to 4 or 5 o’clock int 
the morning. Have seen him frequently 
with a prostitute known as Carrie on So- 
nora and New High streets, going into 
3221¢ New High street. It is a house of ill- 
fame. Have seen other men visiting that 
place. 1 saw himin the Anheuser saloon 
with Sherry Burke, Bob Sampson and other 
“macs.” One of them is an ex-convict. 
All are known thieves. I do not know if 
Billy Abbott is a California Indian. His 
mother'is Mexican. Officer Auble told me 
that Sherry Burke stole some things. 

John E. Wheaton testifi@i: I am a police 
officer. Have known Abbott for six rhopths. 
Have known him to associate with people 
known in police circles as thieves. Have 
seen him at all times of night in the city. 
Have seen him go intoa house of ill-fame at 
322}¢ New High street almost every night. 
The woman that keeps that place calls her- 
self Carrie Abbott. Abbott associates with 
such pimps as Bob Sampson, Ed Bailey, 
Downing and Sherry Burke. I know Burke 
is a pimp, fora woman keeps him. Have 
seen him solicit for a house of ill-fame. Ab- 
bott “pulls her sack ;”’ that is, she gives him 
the money she earns, Abbott goes there and 
comes away, and he does no work. 

Harvey Davis testified: I am Sergeant of 
the Police. Have known Abbott for about 
ayear. Have seen him outevery hour of 
the night as late as 2 or 3 0’clock in the 
morning. Have seen him around the An- 
heuser and the Acme saloons and houses of 
ill-fame on New High street. He associ- 
ates with prostitutes and pimps. He lives 
in a house ot ill-fame with Carrie Abbott, a 
prostitute. Have seen him with the 
‘“‘macs.”? They are men who live off pros- 
titutes. Bob Sampson, Sharkey, Riley, 
Downing, Daley and Powelson are of that 
class. I-saw Powelson’s woman give him 
her night’s earnings on the 21st of June. / 

Mr. Chelf here announced that the prose- 
cution rested, andthe court adjourned till 
10 o’clock this morning. |

WOOL INDUSTRY. 


A Few Facts Which Concern Those 
Interested inthe Sheep Business. 
[The Economist. | 

A farmer in South America, or 
Africa, or Australia, or India may be 
the owner of half a million or a million 
sheep, and half a dozen shepherd men 
at $10 a month each, with found, with 
a dozen shepherd dogs, will guard 
those large flocks to and” from pasture,. 
while in this country you cau find 1000 

‘farmers who do not own such 
flocks of sheep, yet the small flocks of 
50 or 500 which they all have require a 
a hundred times more constant, earn- 
est care during our long and severe 
winters than those large flocks which 
roam the plains of South America and 
Australia. 
Even with free lands the farmers of 
America cannot and could not com- 
pete with those of other lands in the 
production.of sheep or in the growth 
_ Of wool. Even under the present high 
tariff it is seen that they cannot com- 
pete or shut out the foreign article, 
coarse or fine, when in the last 11 
- months we have imported 102,500,000 
pounds of the raw staple, and as some 
of this wool was thoroughly cleaned 
’ and scoured, it will readily be con- 
ceded that our imports even now loom 
up to 35 percent. of our whole clip. 
It is admitted that the price of all fine 
wools is relatively lower than ever 


known before. 
Consequently, ¥ trade is not active 
and prosperous, cheap wool, and 
plenty of it, is not the cause, and any 
person who says it is ought to be sent 
to Botony Bay’ to raise cabbage, be- 
cause he is simply out of his vocation 
and neither understands the seienuce of 
money or manufacturing or business in 
all their most essential features. If 
the manufacturers of the United States 
obtained raw material free they could 
‘ not compete with the pauper labor of 
Europe unless they strove to degrade 
American labor to the same level, and 
we fancy this would soon bring about 
anew “irrepressible conflict,” perhaps 
more violent in its nature than the old 
one which deluged the land with blood.

Protection Versus Free Trade. 


American labor is the foundation 

stone of our national life, wealth and 
prosperity. The superior condition of 
the American workingman may be 
traced to the fact that he is paid better 
wages and gets a better price for the 
products of his industry, than is paid 
for the same in any other country. 
The country at large furnishes a mar- 
ket for his productions, and he is not 
brought into competition with.the low- 
priced labor of other lands. 
The first duty of our Government is 
to‘legislate for America and Ameri- 
cans; to protect home industries and 
to prevent the working classes from be- 
ing brought into competition with the 
hordes of laborers who are working at 
starvation prices in foreign lands. 

Last year, notwithstanding our pro- 
tective tanff, there was brought into 
this country and placed upon our mar- 
kets $700,000,000 worth of foreign man- 
ufactures—manufactures which repre- 
sented .the wearing toil of women at 
$60 a year, and of men at perhaps $120 
tor the same period. This $700,000,000 
worth of the product of pauper labor 
had, toa certain extent, its depressing 
influence upon American labor, inso- 
much that it was brought into competi- 
tion with it, and there was just that 
much less demand for the products of 
American toil. 

» But take from the American laborer 
the protection extended to him by the 
Government by means of a protective 
tariff, and what would be the result? 
There would be nothing to prevent the 
glutting of our markets with pauper- 
made imports. We might be 
able to purchase goods cheap, 
as the Democracy tell us, but the pres- 
ence of those cheap goods would para- 
lyze our own manufacturers, and then 
where would the wages of the working- 
man come from? Let our clothing, 
our steel rails, our pigiron and all 
things that enter into the industrial 
life of the Nation be manufactured in 
foreign lands and be brought here for 
our use because they can be sold 
cheaper.than we can afford to sell 
them with the greater price which we 
pay for labor, and what will become of 
the material prosperity of the country? 
With the wheels of our prosperity 


our furnaces gone out; with the noise 
of our looms hushed; with the steel 
and iron works of the country closed, 
we should not only be a nation of 
crippled industries, but we should be a 
defenseless nation, unable to manufac- 
ture arms for our own protection, or to 
furnish the supplies that would be 
necessary for our use in case of war. 
During the War of the Rebellion the 
Southwas without manufactories. It 


| could not supply its armies with wea- 


pons of defense. It could not build its 
ships; it was unable to generously feed 
and clothe its people. Asa result the 
war had to be discontinued. The 
South could not hold out against the 
well-equipped industrial North, which 
could manufacture its own guns, build 
its ships, feed its great armies and fur- 
nish them with abundant supplies. 
The South is in favor of free trade. It 
has always been in fayor of whatever 
would degrade labor. 
the Demuvcratic party in the South 
would place a wide gulf between the 
honest sons of toil and the luxury-lov- 
ing aristocrat. The laboring man of 
the solid South—solid for the princi- 
ples and workings of the Democratic 
-party—is more poorly paid, more illy 
educated and less comfortably housed 
and fed than in any other section of 
the country. Southern Democrats re- 
gard him simply as a tool to be used 
for strengthening their supremacy. 

Free trade waS one of the constitu- 
tional principles of the Confederacy— 
a coniederacy that was organized that 
it might traffic in human flesh and have 
the right to swing the lash over the 
head of the slave. .Under all govern- 
ments where a free-trade policy is 
adopted we fine unremunerated toil, 
and poverty among the masses. A few 
cents represents the return for a day’s 
work. ‘The hovel and the rude cabin 
take the place of the comfortable 
houses that are enjoyed by the work- 
ingmen of America. Poorly-clad and 
uneducated children throng these hov- 
els and rude cabins. Children of ten- 
der years fill the workshops and facto- 
ries, and with the pittance paid them 
free trade would compel -the working 
men and women of America to com- 
pete. Six cents a day pays the skifled 
lace-makers of Italy for a day of toil. 
In what department of American in- 
dustries could labor be employed ai 
such starvation rates?

of the foreigner? Ina word, shall we util- 
ize our inexhaustible resources and be inde- 
ndent American freemen, or shall we let 
he foreigner first crush our industries and 
then extort the prices which cupidity dic- 
tates when the home supply is destroyed? 

“These are the questions involved in the 
issue which a deluded President has forced 
upon the American es ge Upon such an 
issue, so vital to national independence and 
individual prosperity, itis not strange that 
Demociats, as well as Republicans, should | 
say as in ’61, ‘It is not party, but country; 
it is not politics, but patriotism.’ ” 


Nobly indeed have the patriotic Ver- 
monters replied to. the call of their com- 
mittee. Vermont’s example cannot 
fail to be a healthy one, and it should 
inspire other sure Republican States to 
exert every effort- and roli up au 
unprecedented majority for Harrison 
and protection. Let the free trade 
doctrine be snowed under so deeply 
this winter that no political clique will 
dare to resuscitate it during the life- 
time of the present generation.

With 
her vast fleet of steamships s!.e can deliver 
goods as cheap in New York as we can trans- 
port them to Philadelphia. There is no 

voverty in the United States, but go to a 

ritish colony where [ have been, and you 
will find thousands of men and women liv- 
ing on astick of cane, vains and fruit. [ bave 
been among them and know of what I 
speak, and toavoid a similar misery I wish to 
say now to all the American or foreign-born 
citizens, let us cast our vote for Atnerican 
industry, and not for English, French, Ger- 
man, Belgian, Dutch or any other foreign 
industry, and thereby protect. our own 
wages and homes, and insure a prosperity 
that will increase with time.

The Government’s Course Toward 
Nevada Lumber-thieves. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The Acting Secretary of the 
Interior today sent to Congress the papers, 
except such as should be withheld for the 
purposes of justice, called for by the resola- 
tion of Senator Stewart, asking upon what 
authority and information the Commis-— 
sioner of the General Lapd Office based his 
assertion that an amendment to the bill for 
punishing timber-thieves, introduced in the 
Senate, was really in the interest of corpo- 
rations and against the interest of settlers. 
In one of the communications the C ommis- 
sioner says that no suit will be recom- 
menced in Nevada except against two pow- 
erful and wealthy corporations, and will be 
based not upon informers’ testimony, but on 
reports ot special agents of the department. 
e characterizes as groundless the com- 
piaint that the special agents act as spies 
upon the people of Nevada. He says that 
no special agents were in Nevada for sev- 
eral years till they were sent there to inves- 
tigate facts in the cases of officers of com- 
promise received from mining companies 
for unlawful cutting of timber, and in- 
dorsed by Senator Stewart. He reiterates 
his statement that the proposed amend-.

New York, Sept. 6.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Madison Square Garden covered a 
mighty swarm of people tonight on the oc- 
casion of the Democracy’s reception to 
Allen G. Thurman, apd when its holding 
capacity was exhausted it served as a center 
to many thousands of people, who were ad- 
dressed by speakers upon stands at each 
corner of the building. The interior of the 
garden was profusely decorated with the 
American colors. When the doors opened 
a tremendous stream of people rushed in 
trampling and pushing the 150 policemen 
present, who vainly tried to preserve order. 
In an incredible ‘brief space of time tne 
southern gallery was packed, and a few 
minutes. later every seat in _ the 
northern gallery was filled: ‘Lhen the 
crowds surged on to the main floor and every 
minute saw them packed closer and closer 


_ to the stout railing of the reserved in- 


closure, and every minute Saw the remain- 
ing space for standing room gtowing Jess 
and less. Still hundreds more poured in 
and squeezed room for themselves until the 
building fully held its estimated capacity 
of 15,000 people. Suddenly there was heard 
a loud cracking and men mounted their 
chairs and looked about them with anxiety. 
Before a panic could be created, however, 
it was seen that the impatient crowd packed 
against the reserved seat inclosure had vio- 
lently seized the-railings, wrenched them 
from their place and there was a rush for 
_the chairs of those who had risen to see 
what had caused the disturbance. No harm 
was suffered by any one, however, except- 
ing those who had_lost their seats. _ 

At3 o’clock Calvin 8. Brice, chairman of 
the National Campaign Committee, ap- 
peared in the speaker’s stand, cane in hand, 
and rapped for order. He at length made 
himself heard above the din, @alled the 
meeting to order and presented Hon. Ros- 
well P, Flower. lower made a short 
speech, touching mainly upon the treasury 
surplus. He referred to Judge Thurmau 
as “that ripe scholar, that able 
and upright judge, that leader of the 
Senate and that incorruptible Statesman.” 
* While Flower was still speaking the 
crowd near the Madison Square entrance 
began to cheer, drowning the voice of the 
oanee as they announced the coming of 

hurman. As he made his way to the plat- 
form the cheers were redoubled, bandanas 
were waved, and the band struck up “Hail 
to the Chief.” 
reached the platform Gov. D. B. Hull, who 
took a seat beside Mayor Hewitt, Congress- 
man Mc\Willan, Patrick A. Collins and ex- 
Gov.

Dakota selfish and dis- 
honest, favors liberal treatment of war 
veterans, declares hostility. to trusts, re- 
commends the Australian system of voting, 
demands revision of immigration and 
naturalization laws and_ stricter en- 
forement: of the contract labor law; wel- 
comes those disfranchised in the South on 
account of race to homes in Minnesota, and 
sympathizes with the lrish home rule 
movement. 

The platform as read was adoptea. The 
convention proceeded to the election of a 
State ticket.

Maxwell replied that as the Legislature 
of Louisiana would not re-erant the fran- 
chise for the company he would prefer to 
invest in something else. 

THE PLAN SUGGESTED. 

Harkness asked his companions whether 
they did not think the Government of Mex- 
ico would grant a franchise to operate a lot- 
tery on the plans of the one in Louisiana, 
in the Provinee ot Lower California. 

“By Jove!’ said Maxwell. ~*Boys, let’s 
investigate tiis subject. The scheme is the 
greatest I’ve evér heard of. Tia Juana, 
near the San Diego line, is just the place 
for a casino on the plan of the one at Baden 
Baden, Germany. We could have bul 
fights and other sports and operate the lot- 
tery there.” 

The scheme struck all of them favorably, 
and no time was iost in setting to work.

From 
all appearances they will*have no trouble 
doing this, as several capitalists of standing 
in San Francisco.and New York have sig- 
nified a willingness to enter the scheme as. 
soon as they are certain that it is something 
more than talk. 

Tia Juana has not been decided on as the 
location of the casino, as the International 
Company of Mexico can locate it anywhere 
it thinks proper, but it is thought that will 
be the place.
